•A BPBfiCH ON REFORM. 

Mr. Bright has been rocantly affording llie 
iicwspapor press of Eogland an infinity of 
odilorml giibjccts. In Blaekbnrn, Birniiiiy- 

liaiii and otiier towns in llio rannufncturint; 
districl.'j, tlio greiit oiiitor lius boen lioldiiig 
forth to immense audiences. It is in these 
oeDtre« of industry wbeto his inlluenoe is 
most felt. There may bo more clever doba- 
tcrs in the House of Commooo tbao Mr. 
Bright, more able finnnciors, and more clas- 
sic spoiikcrs, but no iimn in Iho Commons or 
out .)f il can appetl likii liini lo the proiiiis- 
cuoua uEsemblagc. His voice al liirniinfjliani 
travels over the length and breadth (if ICnu'- 
land, and vibrates in every collage anu in 
every artisan's home. Whether for good or ill, 
therefore, the attcrances of Mr. Bright e.xacl 
llio most nttenlive considorution ; fur il ip 
l>y pueh iiion ibat the political vIlws uI 
the great mass of tlic people are lurnieii. 
It is lo him that the workin<^ eia.ss ol ilie 
British public look for a larger share of ihe 
privileges and comfotls of life. When bo 
tells Ihem of tho e-ttcnsion of tho suffrage he 
does not lead 11, cm simply lo ibu rc^nliol 
bcin^' able lo assist poiui' oiio inlo Iho Houfu 
of C'ommon.s, but lo iho nobler and niurf 
subslaiilidi object of teaching llio i;.;[ioraiil, 
uliliziog tho labor which is now lying idle 
or wasted, and making poverty less degrading 
and less universal. Speaking of the class 
of people who oppose tho e.vlen.'<ioii ol 
the franchijo ho .says : " If I wore to Icll 
these gentlemen cerlain things they would 
not be so ready to give you a volo. I( I 
told them that in this civilized and Cbrislian 
country a man would be sent to prison for 
the sake of preserving, at:d to a great excess, 
a sport that is absurd in this Ihielily po|iu- 
lated eounlry, tliey would not bo dis|i.)sed lo 
give you a vole if ihoy tliouglit lluU you 
would provide a retueily for this tlalo ol 
things- Neither woiild lliey be if 1 were In 
tell them that in the great manufaeturing 
districts tho working-man has no regular 
education, and that half the children are 
growing up without anytliing ut ail Ibal i.s 
called instruction, and 1 should Bay tliul il 
the people had tho franchiao they would 
remedy all this, and ihero would bo no 
danger if you did anything of tho sort. 
Foolishly underrating and not comprehend • 
ing you, oven then they would refuse to give 
you the vote lest you should do so great a 
good to your peo|jle." 

AUndin^,' lo one of the effeclH of llio c\- 
tension of political privileges in America ho 
sayN— " I havo just seen the report ol a 
speech delivered last night by Mr. Watkin, 
who has recently returned from the CJiiiled 
SvdU;<. .Speaking' of education he says th:il, 
taking tlio nine Norlhern States lo contain 
10,000,000 of people, ho found there were 
40,000 schools, and an average atlendauce 
of 2,133,000 children, the total cost of their 
education being nine million dollars. In the 
four Western States, with a population of 
C,10ll,UU0, there are 37, OUO .schools, and nn 
average attendance ul nearly 1,500,(100 
scholar.^, al a eo.-it of ? 1 2.'),0i)'J,UI)O. 'I hiMi, 
in a |population of 10,000,000, there are VT.- 
OOO schools, to which evsry poor child can 
go ot a total cost of £3,000,000 a year. He 
llioughl this highly to tho credit of our 
American cousins, iioJ 1 perfectly agree wilh 
him on that point; but 1 venture to s.iy 
that if the franchise in tho United ICiru,'- 
dom were as wide as it is in those Northern 
and Irce States, within five years there would 
be cilablishod in this country a system 
<if education as universal ns that which 
produces su h admirable roaulls anion;; 
our cousins across Iho broad Allanlic." 
It is by such contrasts as this that the mind 
of not only the working classes but of the 
earnest, philanthropic thinkers, both in far- 
liament and out of it, is opened to the ueec*- 
sity nl a inoro liberal and more humane i 
of lof^i-latioii. .Mr. Bright, however, ihinks 
there will bu no material change in the li gi-- 
lalion of the country ualil ihe parties who 
are moat interested in the reforms shall Imvo 
a voice in public aHairs, He points to Ireland 
as an illustration of the danger of refusing con- 
cuHsioiH lo the [luople.

Even in the .Soullierii Elates during theroign

there is weariness among them, but it is the 
weariness ol Biiliely ; and see how tlicy rush 
frotn place to jilaco, as it were, to discover 
aomo new plousure. But that groat nation 
of whom I have Kpokeu, tliat great nalion who 
havo built up iho power of this country, iliis 
unenfranchised people, without whom Kng- 
Innd would be nothing but a Power which a 
division of the coniinonlal army might sub-- 
duo and aiimx — that great iialion of Ti iJOU-. 
000 families is oxcluded from ony share of 
political power, and the small section, con^ 
luiniiig vast numbers of excellent persons, is 
poteniially the governing power in this realm.
